Everything  pertaining  to  the  life  and  char- 
acter of  Abraham  Lincoln  has  an  absorbing 
interest  to  the  world,  but  more  especially  to 
the  people  of  this  part  of  Illinois.

H.  Littlefield.  of  New  York,  was  a  law  stu- 
dent under  Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  year  1858,  at 
the  time  of  the  great  debate  between  INIr. 
Lincoln  and  Senator  Stephen  A.  Douglas. 
His  great  lecture,  entitled  "Personal  Recol- 
lections of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  has  been  de- 
livered with  great  success  in  all  the  large 
cities  of  the  East.  He  was  a  warm  personal 
friend  of  the  "Martyr  President,"  and  had 
the  entree  of  the  White  House  during  the 
whole  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  administration.  He 
will  give  anecdotes  and  incidents  in  the  life 
of  Lincoln,  some  of  which  have  never  been 
givMi  to  the  public.  He  will  also  give  an 
exact  imitation  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  style  and 
that  of  Mr.  Douglas  in  the  memorable  de- 
bate of  1858.  Mr.  Lincoln  said  of  Mr.  Little- 
field  in  1860,  that  "he  was  the  most  prom- 
ising orator  of  Illinois,"  which  has  proved 
true.  Mr.  Littlefield  will  also  give  his  fa- 
mous lecture,  "Orators  and  Oratory."

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LIQUID  AIR  LECTURE. 

A  liquid  air  lecture  and  demonstration  is 
a  short  visit  into  the  fairyland  of  science, 
yet  all  is  so  thoroughly  explained  that  each 
one  wonders  how  such  an  important  discov- 
ery could  be  so  simple.  Nothing  is  adver- 
tised that  is  not  performed.  It  is  impossi- 
ble to  give  any  adequate  description  of  liquid 
air,  or  of  the  experiments  that  are  perform- 
ed.    It  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  The 


Liquid  Air  boilingf  on  a  block  of  icff 

liquid  air,  its  snowy  vapor,  and  all  of  the 
remarkable  experiments  can  be  distinctly 
seen  from  all  parts  of  the  auditorium. 

Liquid  air  is  three  hundred  and  forty-four 
degrees  colder  than  ice.  You  can  dip  your 
hand  into  it,  but  if  held  in  it  for  two  min- 
utes your  fingers  could  be  broken  off  like 
icicles.  It  will  cause  frost  to  gather  thick 
on  the  sides  and  on  the  bottom  of  a  kettle 
boiling  over  a  hot  stove.  It  will  freeze  iron 
so  that  it  is  as  brittle  as  glass. 


An  icicle  of  Frozen  Alcohol 

Liquid  Air  is  exhibited  so  that  all  can  see  it 
and  some  explanation  given  of  its  nature 
and  properties. 


Dipping-  handkerchief  in  Liquid  Air— it  still 
remains  dry. 

Spectacular  experiment  with  frozen  roses; 
rendei-ed  brittle,  but  retaining  their  color. 
An  ordinary  rubber  ball  is  bounced,  then 
being  subjected  to  Liquid  Air  it  becomes 
hard,  after  which  it  is  smashed  on  the  floor 
like  glass. 

Showing  Air  in  vacuum  bulbs. 
Welding    steel    pens. 

Strawberries  or  cranberries  frozen  while 
steel  pens  are  welded  in  same  glass  at  the 
same  time. 

Crushing   of    tin   dippers,    strips    of   tin    and 
copper,   like  so   much  pasteboard. 
Humorous    experiments    with    steaks,    eggs, 
fruit  and  other  substances  frozen  in  Liquid 
Air. 

Spectacular  experiment  of  a  spray  of  the 
Liquid   Air. 

A  plug  driven  with  force  into  a  vessel  con- 
taining Liquid  Air  is  quickly  blown  out- 
showing  expansive  power. 
A  steam  whistle  is  blown  by  using  a  small 
quantity  of  Liquid  Air  in  a  tube;  ice  gath- 
ering on  the  tube. 

An    icicle    is    made    of    frozen    alcohol,    and 
whiskey   and    other     substances     ordinarily 
difficult    to   freeze    are   easily    frozen. 
Nails   are   driven   with   a  hammer   made   of 
frozen  mercury. 
Specific    gravity. 

A  kettle  of  Liquid  Air  boils  on  a  cake  of  ice, 
steam   issuing  freely  from  the  spout. 
A    kettle    is    placed    over    a    fire    and    ice    is 
formed    therein    while    actually      over      the 
flame. 

Illustrating  the  medical  uses  of  Liquid  Air. 
Combustion   of  cotton. 
Burning  of  hair  felt. 

Spectacular  experiment  of  burning  carbon 
in  a  tumbler  formed  of  ice  and  containing 
Liquid  Air;  the  burning  carbon  not  melting 
the  ice.  A  marvelous  contrast  in  tempera- 
tures.
